(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bill

PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 
—SUSPENDED 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. —SUSPENDED 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing.

Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes.

Treasurers’ Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner's assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.

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REGULATION RESPECTING OCCUPATIONAL 


HEALTH HAZARDS 


1.—(1) In this regulation and a regulation respect- 
ing a regulated substance, 


(a) 


“administrative controls’ mean controlling, 
limiting or reducing the period of time of 
exposure to a regulated or a toxic sub- 
stance or a physical agent ; 


“ceiling exposure limit’? means the maxi- 
mum exposure to an airborne concentra- 
tion of a regulated or a toxic substance 
or a physical agent that is not to be ex- 
ceeded for an instant; 


“engineering controls’’ mean controlling, 
limiting or reducing the exposure to a 
regulated or a toxic substance or a physical 
agent by ventilation, isolation, enclosure 
and design of the work place, plant and 
equipment or one or more of such means; 


“physical agent’’ means heat, humidity, 
light, noise, laser, microwave energy, ultra- 
violet or. ionizing radiation, exposure to 
which is limited or proscribed under a 
regulation, or a limit for exposure thereto 
is adopted as a criteria or guide under this 
regulation ; 


“regulated substance’’ means a toxic sub- 
stance the exposure to which is limited or 
proscribed under a regulation; 


“short-term exposure limit” means the 
maximum exposure to an airborne con- 
centration of a regulated or a toxic sub- 
stance or a physical agent in a period not 
exceeding fifteen minutes provided that 
such maximum exposure does not occur 
more than four times in a day at intervals 
of not less than sixty minutes and further 
provided that the time-weighted average 
exposure limit is not exceeded ; 


“time-weighted average exposure limit”’ 
means the maximum average exposure in a 
40 hour work week to an airborne con- 
centration of a regulated or a toxic sub- 
stance or a physical agent determined as 
prescribed by section 2; 


“toxic substance’”’ means a biological or 
chemical substance, a mixture or com- 
bination of such substances in respect of 
which a limit for exposure thereto is 
adopted as a criteria or guide under this 
regulation ;

(ii) maintaining proper housekeeping 
procedures, 


(iii) training workers in the handling, 
use and disposal of a regulated or a 
toxic substance, and 


(iv) taking proper measures and pro- 
cedures to control, limit or reduce 
such exposure. 


(2) In a regulation made under the Act, the 
term, 


(a) milligrams per cubic metre of air; 
(b) micrograms per cubic metre of air; 
(c) parts per million by volume in air; 
(dZ) parts per billion by volume in air; and 
(e) fibres per cubic centimetre of air 
may be expresssed respectively as, 
(a) mg/m*; 
(6) ug/m?*; 
(c) ppm, 
(Z) ppb; and 


(e) fibres/cc. 


2.—(1) In determining the time-weighted average 
concentration of a regulated or toxic substance in 
the air in a work place and the exposure thereto, 


(a) the results of the analysis of individual 
samples of air taken during work operations 
calculated in mg/m’, ppm, ppb and fibres/- 
cc shall be multiplied by the time in hours 
per day or work shift during which it is 
estimated that exposure to the concentra- 
tion of the regulated or toxic substance 
obtained in the samples has occurred in 
the work operations; 


(b) the sum of the products obtained under 
clause (a) shall be multiplied by the 
number of days worked by the worker in a 
work week; and 
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(c) the result obtained under clause (b) shall 
be divided by 40. 


(2) Where the length of exposure exceeds or is 
less than the length of exposure in a normal 8 
hour work day and a 40 hour work week, the 
calculations made pursuant to subsection 1 shall 
be adjusted so that the result obtained will be 
representative of an exposure for a normal 8 hour 
work day and a 40 hour work week. 


3. Subject to a regulation made in respect of a

(ii) Where the substance is handled by 
shovelling or mechanical loading or unload- 
ing, the substance shall be thoroughly 
wetted, where practicable. 


No food, drink and tobacco shall be taken into, 
left, consumed or used in any room, area or 
place where the substance is handled, used or 
stored. 


Washing facilities shall be provided at a con- 
venient place adjacent to lunchroom and toilet 
facilities and hands shall be thoroughly washed 
before eating, smoking and using the toilet 
facilities. 


Training shall be provided in, 
1. the hazards of the substance or agent; 


2. the precautions and procedures to be 
followed in the handling, use and storage 
of the substance; 


3. the proper use and care of personal 
protective equipment; and 


4. the proper use of emergency measures and 
procedures. 


Where a container is used for the substance, the 
container shall be labelled in clear legible print 
to identify the substance and the label shall state 
the precautions to be taken in the handling, use, 
storage and disposal of the substance. 
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6.—(1) A regulated or a toxic substance used, 
manufactured or stored in a work place shall be 
clearly identified by its chemical composition and a 
record of the chemical composition shall be kept for 
inspection. 


(2) A record shall be kept of the quantity of a 
regulated or a toxic substance used, manufactured 
or stored in a work place and be made available 
for inspection. 


7.—(1) Where a Director is of the opinion that 
the health of a worker is likely to be endangered 
by exposure to any physical agent, or a biological 
or chemical substance or a mixture or combination 
thereof, the Director may direct that a program 
to monitor the exposures to such agent or substance 
or mixture or combination thereof shall be established 
and maintained as may be ordered. 


(2) The direction may specify the measures and 
procedures that shall be taken in establishing and 
maintaining the program including the methods and 
equipment to be used, the methods of analysis and 
the time in which the analysis is to be completed. 


(3) Within 7 days of their being obtained, the 
final results of the analysis shall be, 


(a) sent to the Director; and 


(0) posted for a period of 14 calendar days 
in a conspicuous place in the work place 
in which the program is established where 
it is most likely to come to the attention 
of the workers therein. 


8.—(1) Where a regulation in respect of a 
regulated substance or a physical agent prescribes 
or provides that a medical examination progarm shall 
be established and maintained, the medical examina- 
tion program shall consist of, 


(a) a pre-placement medical examination in- 
cluding, 


(i) a medical history,

(ix) the regulated substance or physical agent to 
which exposure occurred ; 


(x) time-weighted average exposures ; 


(x1) short-term exposures above the time- 
weighted average exposures limits; and 


(xii) length of exposure to concentrations during 
a normal work shift and during other than 
a normal work shift. 


(3) Where a regulation in respect of a regulated 
substance or a physical agent prescribes or provides 
that a health record program shall be established 
and maintained, the health record program shall 
consist of, 


(i) dates of visits to occupational health 
service, if any; 


(11) medical examination reports ; 
(i11) health assessments; 
(iv) results of X-rays and laboratory tests; 


(v) copies of referral to a hospital or physician, 
if any; 


(vi) copies of Forms 7 and 8 of Workmen’s 
Compensation Board, if any; 


(vii) relevant correspondence or copies thereof 
concerning health; and 


(vill) copies of an immunization procedure, if 
any. 


9.—(1) The Minister may by order in writing 
require the establishment and maintenance of an 
occupational health service at a work place or for a 
group of work places.

(i) pre-placement medical examinations: 
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(ii) periodic medical examinations ; 
(ili) X-rays and laboratory tests;

(3) The physician having the direction of the 
occupational health service shall issue a certificate 
signed by him to an applicant for work, a worker,

(6) whether the applicant or worker is fit for 
such work subject to specified limitations 
and if so the nature of such limitations, or 


(c) whether the applicant or worker is unfit 
for the work he is to perform or is per- 
forming. 


10.—({1) A person or a worker undergoing a 
pre-placement medical examination and an annual 
or other periodic medical examination, shall at the 
_ time of such examination give to the examining 
physician a form for certification that has attached 
a colour photograph at least 15% inches by 15 inches 
(60mm x60mm), of himself showing a full front 
view of the head and shoulders taken against a 
plain white background within the last 12 months 
with a \% inch (15mm) signature strip at the 
bottom. 


(2) The person or worker shall sign his signature 
on the signature strip on each of the copies in the 
presence of the examing physician who shall certify 
the copies on the back as a true likeness of the 
person.

These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.

The Ministry of Labour intends to regulate 
general occupational health hazards and the ex- 
posures of employees to the substance noise. 
Interim drafts of these regulations are set out 
below. Comments are invited. These comments 
will be reviewed, together with those from external 
scientific experts and other Provincial Ministries. 
If any concerns remain to be addressed, further 
consultations will take place. The proposed regu- 
lations will be subsequently published in THE 
ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


An impact study on the economic effects of 
regulating hazards to occupational health and noise 
is being developed. Any comments on this subject 
should be included separately from your comments 
on the interim draft regulations.

REGULATION RESPECTING OCCUPATIONAL 
HEALTH HAZARDS 


1.—(1) In this regulation and a regulation respect- 
ing a regulated substance, 


(a) “‘administrative controls” mean controlling, 
limiting or reducing the period of time of 
exposure to a regulated or a toxic sub- 
stance or a physical agent ; 


(o) “ceiling exposure limit’? means the maxi- 
mum exposure to an airborne concentra- 
tion of a regulated or a toxic substance 
or a physical agent that is not to be ex- 
ceeded for an instant; 


(c) “engineering controls’’ mean controlling, 
limiting or reducing the exposure to a 
regulated or a toxic substance or a physical 
agent by ventilation, isolation, enclosure 
and design of the work place, plant and 
equipment or one or more of such means; 


(2) “physical agent’”” means heat, humidity, 
light, noise, laser, microwave energy, ultra- 
violet or ionizing radiation, exposure to 
which is limited or proscribed under a 
regulation, or a limit for exposure thereto 
is adopted as a criteria or guide under this 
regulation ; 


(e) “regulated substance’’ means a toxic sub- 
stance the exposure to which is limited or 
proscribed under a regulation ; 


(f) “‘short-term exposure limit’? means the 
maximum exposure to an airborne con- 
centration of a regulated or a toxic sub- 
stance or a physical agent in a period not 
exceeding fifteen minutes provided that 
such maximum exposure does not occur 
more than four times in a day at intervals 
of not less than sixty minutes and further 
provided that the time-weighted average 
exposure limit is not exceeded ;

2.—(1) In determining the time-weighted average 
concentration of a regulated or toxic substance in 
the air in a work place and the exposure thereto, 


(a) the results of the analysis of individual

cc shall be multiplied by the time in hours 
per day or work shift during which it is 
estimated that exposure to the concentra- 
tion of the regulated or toxic substance 
obtained in the samples has occurred in 
the work operations;

51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session.

Time for reporting 


(5) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. —SUSPENDED 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing.

Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes.

(c) assign responsibility for each element of 
care or service prescribed in the plan to 
the appropriate staff member or pro- 
fessional service. 


(2) Subject to section 19a, the plan of care for 
each resident shall be reviewed and evaluated by 
the staff of the home at least once a year. 


(3) There shall be a written policy for handling 
periodic assessments regarding changes in a resi- 
dent’s condition whenever a resident is transferred 
to a different care level or relocated in a different 
accommodation section of the home. O. Reg. 677/78, 
s. 2, part. 


RESTRAINT 


5g.—(1) Except upon the order of the physician 
to a home, to be confirmed in writing, who has 
designated a device or agent approved by the 
Minister as appropriate for the intended use, a 
device or agent for restraining a person shall not 
be applied to a resident. 


(2) The administrator, the physician of a home, 
and the nurse in charge shall develop and maintain 
written policies on the use of restraining devices 
and agents and such policies shall be subject to the 
approval of the Minister. O. Reg. 677/78, s. 2, 
part. 


3. Sections 11, 12, 13 and 14 of the said Regu- 
lation are revoked and the following sub- 
stituted therefor: 


FORMS AND RECORDS 


11.—(1) An application for admission to a home 
shall be in Form 1 and shall be accompanied by 
a consent to inspect assets in Form’ 3. 


(2) Any authorization required for the purposes 
of applications to, internal transfers in, or dis- 
charges from a home may be signed by any member 
or official designated in writing by the board or 
committee of management or councils of a home or 
joint home or a band, as the case may be, or where 
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the applicant resides in an unorganized territory, | 


by the district director of the Ministry of Com- 
munity and Social Services or other provincial 
supervisor approved by the Minister for that pur- 
pose. O. Reg. 677/78, s. 3, part. 


12.—(1) For the purposes of determining eligi- 
bility for admission to a home and the level of 
care required, an assessment record of the medical 
and nursing requirements and personal functioning 
abilities of each applicant shall be made in Form 2 
or in any other similar form approved by the 
Minister. 


(2) No change or amendment to a form approved 
by the Minister under subsection 1 shall be made 
without the prior approval of the Minister. O. Reg. 
677/78, s. 3, part. 


13.—(1) The physician of a home shall complete 
a certificate in Form 4 for each applicant for 
admission to the home. 


(2) Where a municipality has more than one 
home and has established a medical admissions 
committee, the Director may authorize a physician 
designated by the committee to sign Form 4. 
O: Reg G7 7/78; s. 3, part. 


14. Where an application is made under clause 0 
of subsection 1 of section 16 of the Act, Forms 1, 
2, 3 and 4 shall be submitted to the: Minister 
together with such other information as he may 
require and the Minister shall, in determining the 
eligibility of an applicant, take into account the 
personal and family situation and the social, medical, 
psychological and living conditions of the applicant. 
O. Reg. 677/78, s. 3, part. 


4.—(1) Subsection 1 of section 17 of the said 
Regulation is revoked and the following sub- 
stituted therefor: 


(1) A home shall keep a written record or series 


of records of each resident that shall be maintained 
in confidence. O. Reg. 677/78, s. 4 (1). 


(2) Clauses a and 6 of subsection 2 of the said 
section 17 are revoked and the following 
substituted therefor: 


(a) a detailed report of the social and medical 
history of a resident before admission and 
all physical and mental examinations and 
all illnesses and accidents after admission ; 
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(6) any agreements approved under section 10 
of the Act; 


5. Subsection 8 of section 18 of the said Regu- 
lation is revoked and the following sub- 
stituted therefor: 


(8) Within seven days of the resident’s admission 
thereto, the physician for the home or the attend- 
ing physician shall make a detailed written report 
in Form 5, or in any other similar form approved 
by the Minister, of the results, including any 
recommendations pertaining thereto, of the medical 
examination of the resident made at the time of 
admission and thereafter shall make a written report 
of each subsequent medical examination in the 
said form for the purposes of recording physical, 
mental and other examinations made by the physi- 
cian of the home or the attending physician and 
the report shall be kept with the other records of 
the resident. 


(8a) No change or amendment toa form approved 
by the Minister under subsection 8 shall be made 
without the prior approval of the Minister. O. Reg. 
677/78, s. 5. 


6. The said Regulation is further amended by 
adding thereto the following section: 


SPECIAL REVIEWS AND ASSESSMENTS 


19a.—(1) For the purposes of the comprehensive 
plan of care under section 5f, where any resident 
is transferred to a section of the home approved by 
the Director, 


(a) the members of the staff working in the 
approved section of the home shall re-assess 
the condition of that resident once a month 
or more often as they consider necessary ; 
and 


(6) the physician of the home shall re-assess 
the condition of that resident at least once 
every three months, 


to determine any improvement or deterioration 
therein with a view to possible changes in the care 
plan or further relocation in the best interests of 
the resident. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection 1, the Director 
may determine the level of care to be provided in 
the approved section of the home. O. Reg. 677/78, 
s. 6.
